which will absorb $180,000, and adding the 
balance, $15,303.52, to’ the ‘reserve fund, 
which. will then stand at.$1,170,2888, and T 
trust this appropriation meets: with your ap- 
preval. (As regards the 1903 account, you will 
be pleased to note that the balance on 31st 
December is in excess of that for tho past ten 
years. Since the accounts: were made up losses 
estima ed at about $29,000 have bean incurred. 
I trust, howover, the year's risks wil! ron off 
with not more than wn sverago of losses, and 
that at our next mooting we shall ba able to 
present yon with a more favonrabla showing 
than to-day, You will notics in the accounts 
an item. under the headings :—“ Japancse 
Government Deposit.” This representa the 
equivulont of 100,000 yen domanded by the 
Japauczo Government from all insurance 
companies doing business in that country. We 
had either to comply with that demand, or 
retire; wo decided to coutinue our business 
there, and have deposited the requisite sum with 
the Government. Since the several bonds were 
purehased, they have, owing to the war, which 
unhappily is now going on, somewhatdepreviated 
in value, oud it may be necessary to provide for 
this. deprociation in the 1903 account.
